the office now constituted, The Treasurer 
may fairly said himself one the treasures 
The Institute and his contribution imposes upon 
the entire membership high obligation gratitude 
not only the loyalty its spirit, but its excep- 
tional and versatile quality.

West Coast rospects 


has been generally conceded that the building 
industry, rather than agriculture, the real 
barometer business and that know definitely 
the periods great activity the building industry 
and its effect business conditions. 
has been said that during the last hundred years 
more covered area has been built within the United 


States than the rest the world all history, 
and that during this time there have been certain 
peak periods when the building industry was very 


prosperous. 

From the mass information which has been 
compiled the many statisticians who prove con- 
clusively any assumption the future that their 
optimism dictates, have culled some information 
which think fairly accurate. 

Within own experience went through the 
building boom 1910, the slump 1918, the peak 
1926, and the great slump 1932 and 1933. 

Continuing backward, statisticians seem agree 
that the peaks great building activity occurred 
the following years: 1890, 1870, and 1852, which 
indicates average interval years, and that 
this general cycle continues the building industry 
now the upgrade and will reach the peak some- 
time 1944, and lucky indeed the architect 
contractor starting business this time, 
ascending, rather than descending wave. From 
information gathered, evident that the first 
part revival there was great activity home con- 
struction; factories and manufacturing buildings 


would follow school building construction care 
for the average needs, and not until the peak had 
been passed would come the construction office 
buildings, public utilities, and buildings similar 
nature, undertaken usually result prosperity, 
when corporations were looking for outlet 
which invest. 

The West seemingly enjoyed better business con- 
ditions even during the depths the depression 
than prevailed most the United States. Per- 
haps its very isolation the high mountains separat- 
ing from the desert country, and its temperate 
climate, have been the reasons for great migration 
people from the East the West, particularly 
during the unusual conditions that existed the 
central part the United States. 

This influx people, many them without 
means, made the housing problem very acute 
all and towns the West, say 
nothing the added social problems and the acute 
urgency for the care the sick and needy. 

While the construction industry most these 
communities valiantly attempted meet the de- 
mand, they found was impossible keep pace, 
through fault their own, because the im- 
possibility for the average builder exercise any 
influence upon the public buyer demand for hous- 
ing, control the rise price building mate- 
rials and labor. Recovery and prosperity were not 
old enough build new financial reserves, for 
the homeseeker and the newcomer usually were with- 


c 
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out funds. 

interest that the period 1924-26 shows 
greater activity single family home building 
than succeeding years, and that the period 
home construction extended from 1929 1935. 
Quoting figures from records the City Oak- 
land, located the San Francisco Bay metropolitan 
area, 1925 there were 4,637 single family homes 
built compared with 147 1934. During the 
first half 1937, 1,100 single family homes were 
built, showing the upswing the curve toward 
building prosperity. 

Vacancies, the other hand, showed steady 
increase from 1927 1933 and even the height 
prosperity 1929 showed over 5.5%, reaching 
peak 1933 6.7%, and declining until 
1937 vacancies are now the very low point 
1.5%. apparent, with further influx new 
settlers, improved income for the average family 


and curtailed homebuilding program, that the 
effect will lowering the number vacant 
dwellings until the demand for space cannot 
ignored and homes will built spite high 
cost and rent. 

Here again have conclusive proof the need 
for housing and that the cycle building prosperity 
will continue toward the expected peak 
1944, 

Let hope, order insure against tem- 
porary recession, that the architects and contractors 
will actively oppose the present march toward high 
costs, rather than patiently wait for economic con- 
ditions make the change, and that they will 
vigorously support any program which will lead 
toward sensible, reasonable growth the price 
structure labor and material.

Yet all know 
that darkening clouds have suddenly closed about 
and made fearful again.

Early 1937 was apparent that the oppor- 
tunities architects secure commissions were 
declining. The reports the conditions their 
districts made the directors the May meeting 
The Board showed decline had begun and was 
widespread. Six months later, when The Board 
again met, the members reported that the declina- 
tion had become serious (except one district 
where seemed have just begun) and that the 
slowing-up had proceeded point where just 
about all jobs any importance process the 
architects’ offices were stopped. 

The discussion the reports sought the reasons 
for the decline. 

housing, was clear the cost building had 
advanced quite beyond the ability the renter 
pay rent that would reasonable return the 


investment, and beyond the ability the buyer 
undertake the obligation making adequate in- 
stallment payments. And was clear, too, that 
the lender building money was not convinced his 
would-be borrower had either the stabilized wage 
job make him good risk. was also evident 
that the building homes had rapidly expanded 
under Federal encouragement, the architect’s par- 
ticipation had become less and less and the specula- 
tive builder’s had become increasingly predominant. 
always before when building prices became 
great could not pass them the renter the 
buyer, the speculative builder reduced the quality 
his building construction keep its cost within 
salable price, and the reports plainly stated that, 
several districts, this process had proceeded far 
that never before had such shoddy building been 
imposed upon the customer. When even the shoddy 
could not sold, the building houses imme- 
diately and rapidly declined. History repeatedly has 
warned that would so. 

Whatever the Federal government may 
induce its citizens buy houses, will hardly in- 
crease the architect’s commissions 1938, what- 
ever may thereafter. 

commercial work, seems plain that 
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those who are not compelled build account 
increased volume business leasehold agreements 
will not so, because such building might create 
precarious investments for them. Their new build- 
ings would direct competition with structures 
that had been bought prices far less than the 
cost the new buildings, through bankruptcy 
reorganization processes, thereby wiping out the 
interests the original investors. seems sound 
that commercial building any volume must wait 
for demands made new businesses expan- 
sions old businesses—and many old 
already has too much plant. There are few cities 
that not have office space and sales space amply 
excess the present demands, and until those 
spaces are taken, would seem unwise build new 
structures that could not compete price 
investments with those that now exist. 

None the less, many new commercial structures 
have been discussed between client and architect 
1937, but the architect need not surprised 
most those projects fail consummation 1938. 

There public work; schools and hospitals come 
oftenest the architect’s table. For money for 
such construction, most local communities have 
looked Washington, and long they continue 
so, the attitude Washington primary 
importance. What that attitude will the indi- 
vidual jobs and such jobs collectively, one can 
predict; but certain anything can be, that 
Federal buildings under control the Treasury 
Department will not given architects private 
practice until Congress specifies that they shall 
least. may be. The architects many, many 
communities have permitted their local governments 
set bureaus perform architectural services 
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for local governmental buildings and, without effec- 
tual protests, have permitted banks, chain stores and 
other large establishments set bureaus per- 
form such services. The bulk the Federal build- 
ing work, great proportion the state and 
municipal building work, and considerable amount 
the private building work has been taken from 
the architects private practice, but gradually 
that they have not, unit, been aware the 
extent the invasion, and have not protected 
against it. 

There doubt that the architect private 
practice can recover much this large volume 
work will unite and work with his fellows 
that end, and they will stay united. Immediate 
and effective organization work the chapters 
their communities and the state associations 
within their territories stop further rifling the 
achitect’s business these powerful interests 
essential. the architects private practice will 
secure their local governmental work, they will get 
the Federal work; the Federal law maker only 
local politician after all, with much less time 
Washington convinced than his own home 
town. The recovery governmental work must 
from the bottom up—not from the top down. These 
are matters which the architects could well give 
their complete attention 1938. 


The architect “should trim his sails meet the 
business weather” the new year. 

Thus greet you this new year, not quite 
would like nor “as the world sends grectings, 
but with profound esteem and with the prayer for 
you, and forever, the day breaks and the 
shadows flee away.”

hope expressed last year’s summary that 

the year 1937 might develop marked increase 
building activity, has not been justified. Owing, 
therefore, continued depression the building 
field, difficult evaluate progress either 
architectural design technical methods con- 
struction. Some further liquidation existing 
projects would seem necessary before in- 
vestors may feel encouraged proceed with renewed 
activity extensive scale. 

That there are many obsolescent structures all 
our large cities, generally admitted, but occu- 
pants and owners are making shift with what they 
have best they can. New capital has not yet been 
attracted any great degree toward rebuilding 
additional building. 

The tendency the Federal Government 
throughout the year 1937, has been restrict, rather 
than expand, its assistance states and munici- 
palities contemplating public works. Federal 
Building Program appears also have shown signs 
decreasing volume. the national program, 
begun under the Hoover administration and con- 
tinued through the ensuing administration, has 
attained completion, few new projects have been 
proposed and the temporary stimulation resulting 
from the expenditure public funds would seem 
have almost reached end. 


Housing. 

The subject mass housing continues one 
great interest, and new approaches its solution 
are being made the Federal Government, Munici- 
palities, Social Agencies and the Architectural Pro- 
fession. The Wagner-Steagall 
(United States Housing Act 1937), provides 
for public housing program different character 
and larger scope than the recent Hous- 
ing Program. This Bill creates new United 
States Housing Authority under the direction 
Administrator. Such states and municipalities 
have duly authorized local Housing Authorities 
may initiate projects their areas. The United 
States Housing Authority will act banker, and 
the Bill provides for loans these local housing 


agencies total $500,000,000.00, capital 
grants total $30,000,000.00, and an- 
nual contributions total $20,000,000.00 
year. Funds for loans, grants and annual con- 
tributions are made available gradually over 
three year period. has been estimated that the 
full use these funds, during the next three years, 
could conceivably produce 140,000 new family units. 
Under the old Housing Division the Federal 
Administration Public Works, 21,700 units.have 
been produced over period four years. The 
major projects comprising these units which have 
been carried practical completion, vary size 
and character according locality. They have 
been carefully designed and economically and sub- 
stantially built, and are interesting exhibits 
what can cannot done solve the housing 
problem smaller income groups. About 
projects have been approved the former 
Housing Division, and await funds and local aid. 

The Federal Housing Administration, another 
governmental agency, continues its policy guar- 
anteeing building loans. was hoped the Ad- 
ministrator, last year’s survey, that the sum 
total 460,000 new dwellings might financed 
through the cooperation this agency. The results, 
however, have fallen short this expectation. 
From the most trustworthy statistics available, the 
best estimate the total new home construction 
the United States for the year 1937 would probably 
not exceed 280,000. these new dwellings 
180,000 are urban, and 100,000 are rural. 

The Home Owners’ Loan Corporation continues 
helpful the financing repairs, remodeling 
and the rehabilitation existing structures the 
domestic field. The American Institute Archi- 
tects continues devote its best thought the 
subject mass housing, well the small, 
low-priced, individual home. 

The Small House. 

Groups architects many centers are attempt- 
ing serve the small house owner preparing 
typical plans meet varying family requirements. 
The use such plans would naturally tend toward 
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certain standardization, with the resulting econ- 
omies which standardization might make possible. 
Not only has the architectural profession given much 
thought the possible advantages standardiza- 
tion, but constantly investigating new methods 
construction which will tend lower building 
costs. Likewise, manufacturers building mate- 
rials are experimenting along many lines, with the 
same ends view. 


City Planning. 


Although many Universities have introduced 
courses City Planning into their curricula, and 
are stressing the importance planning large areas, 
and considering the interrelation between the 
many elements which make the normal 
city, not great deal real progress can noted 
the field practical city planning. gen- 
erally admitted that all our cities and towns 
represent conglomeration unrelated and con- 
flicting units, with consequent loss not only 
beauty, but efficiency, economy and utility 
well. hoped that increasing recognition 
the need for improvement municipal authorities 
and the public, may, time, justify the efforts 
which the architectural profession and the architec- 
tural schools are making bring some order out 
chaos. Many communities have long established 
City Planning Commissions, and much data has 
been accumulated which should helpful solv- 
ing problems circulation and traffic, and proper 
land use. Zoning laws already have shown some 
effect with regard the limitation height and 
the lot area covered. But the well con- 
sidered and efficiently carried out city plan remains 
ideal and goal attained sometime the 
future. 


Architectural Design. 


Although might appear, from the foregoing, 
that any discussion architectural design must 
regarded, for the time being, academic, change 
orientation undoubtably taking place with re- 
gard architectural practice. Many architects are 
approaching such concrete problems are presented 
them, from new point view. The public 
itself divided between the adherents the fa- 
miliar and orthodox, and the proponents experi- 
mentation. seems, however, that the field 
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eclecticism being narrowed year year, spite 
our ingrained conservatism. may ap- 
proaching the period when the public will 
longer demand, even tolerate, the accurate re- 
production old forms, least the degree 
which have hitherto been accustomed. Thus 
may look forward to, and are even now 
witnessing, gradual evolution which, whether 
based romantic classical tradition, will modify 
the architectural scene. 


Modernism. 

The term “modernism” unsatisfactory one, 
but used here identify those more revolu- 
tionary approaches architectural design which are 
manifesting themselves both this country and 
Europe. Experimentation the use new ma- 
terials, and the new treatment old materials, 
has proceeded Europe for many years, and has 
had profound effect the younger generation 
American architects. should immediately un- 
derstood, however, that modernism does not concern 
itself solely with the novel use materials. Its 
apostles are attempting formulate what they 
term new philosophy design based not only 
function, but reaching toward the manipulation, 
control and mastery space. This philosophy, 
expressed their writings, seems invade the 
field metaphysics, and sometimes difficult for 
the layman, even the architect, evaluate. New 
types plan, based what called the interflow 
interpenetration space, result from this philoso- 
phy. The elevations are considered the envelope 
which these spaces are confined, and are designed 
nearly possible express not only the spaces 
themselves, but their interaction. 


Education. 

The architectural schools our universities and 
colleges have not been able escape the implica- 
tions this philosophy. order prepare their 
students for approach their problems from 
this new point view, they have modified, are 
modifying, their methods instruction. 

Dr. Walter Gropius, one the leading European 
exponents this new philosophy design, now 
member the faculty the Department Arch- 
itecture Harvard University. Dr. Gropius was 
formerly Director the New Bauhaus Dessau. 
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Under his Directorship, the work the Bauhaus 
gained wide attention. Not only were the princi- 
ples Gropius applied designing architecture; 
they were extended embrace the productions 
the machine the whole industrial field. this 
influence may largely attributed the impetus 
which has been transmitted industrial designers 
this country. strong has interest this new 
movement become, that September this year 
(1937) the establishment new Bauhaus 
Chicago was announced. This new school will 
under the direction Professor Laszlo Moholy- 
Nagy, close associate Dr. Gropius Weimar, 
and later Dessau. announced the Di- 
rectors, Dr. Gropius’ confidence that 
Professor Moholy-Nagy will continue 
Bauhaus tradition granted permission that this 
School Design called the New Bauhaus.” For 
the first year, according announcements, 
planned offer instruction the “Basic Design 
Workshop”, “Analytical and Constructive Draw- 
ing” and “Scientific Subjects”. The student will 
taught handle wood, paper, plastics, rubber, 
cork, plywood, leather, textiles, metal, glass, clay, 
plasticine, plaster and stone. will study geom- 
etry, physics, chemistry, mathematics, economics, 
anatomy and the comparative history art; will 
also study biotechnique (the system conscious in- 
vention), psycho-technique (ability biology, 
psychology, philosophy, literature, music, printing, 
light. Thus may inferred that the established 
principles design, exemplified the traditions 
and teachings the Ecole des Beaux Arts, are 
being definitely challenged. These principles have 
long been followed practically all the architec- 
tural schools America, under the able direction 
French and American graduates the Ecole. 
There are now, however, the United States, five 
the internationally minded men who have taught 
modern “Architectonic Art, all embracing its 
scope, the original Bauhaus”. 


Public Interest. 


Such tendencies have been noted may signify 
the degree public interest our architectural de- 
velopment, although cannot said that large 
section the lay public prepared understand, 
accept, the new philosophy design. Conserva- 
tive minds are still apt judge the appearance 


new buildings old standards, while, the same 
time, responding eagerly any improvements the 
elements comfort, convenience and durability. 

Architectural discussion, however, becomes more 
and more matter general popular interest. 
Widely publicised achievements, such the Rocke- 
feller Center group New York and the Williams- 
burg Restoration, have been widely admired and 
discussed. Controversial questions are seized upon 
the press matters public interest, even 
where technical issues are involved. case 
point which may cited the recently proposed 
Jefferson Memorial Washington. Warm debates 
took place, not only the site involved, but 
the propriety the classical style proposed. 
While much confusion will always result from pub- 
lic discussions this character, the net result may 
considered wholesome that they focus atten- 
tion architectural values. 

would seem that large sections the public 
respond appreciatively the more conservative 
essays modern design, such the Folger Shake- 
spearian Library Washington, the new Federal 
Reserve Board Building the same city, and the 
Rockefeller Center Group New York. 


Expositions. 


Expositions have long been recognized afford- 
ing opportunity for architectural and structural 
experimentation. Aside from their other purposes, 
they have come regarded, architects and 
engineers, testing laboratories. Their transitory 
nature affords opportunity for experiment the 
use new forms and materials not always present 
the routine every day building. The Interna- 
tional Exposition Paris this summer undoubtedly 
will have repercussions the architectural field all 
over the world. important expositions are now 
under way the United States—one New York, 
the other San Francisco. Both will widely 
publicised. From preliminary information, that 
New York may assumed iconoclastic the 
sense that novel effects are being sought plan, 
elevation, color, materials and lighting. The prepar- 
ations for the San Francisco Exhibition seem 
proceeding along more conservative and traditional 
lines. Both, however, should stimulating, not 
only the architectural profession, but the gen- 
eral public. 
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Record 1937 Prospects for 1938 
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fourth year construction industry re- 
covery closed the middle moderate reces- 
sion, but with definite gain over the preceding 
year, according Thomas Holden, vice president 
Corporation. gains over 1936 were 
follows: increase per cent dollar volume 
residential building; dollar increase 
per cent non-residential building; increase 
per cent public utilities construction; and 
decrease per cent public works construction. 
From the point view ownership and financ- 
ing, the program the year 1937 showed per 
cent increase over 1936 dollar volume private 
building and engineering work, partially offset 
per cent decline public work all kinds, 
resulting general construction volume increase 
about per cent. The final 1937 total fo: 
construction contracts awarded the Eastern 
States will $2,900,000,000 little over, com- 
pared with $2,675,000,000 1936. month 
1937 through August gained over the correspond- 
ing month 1936. Declines after August were 
very moderate: September contracts dropped per 
cent below the preceding October con- 
tracts were per cent under the preceding October 
November contracts were per cent under No- 
vember 1936; advance figures for December 1937 
indicate contract volume equal slightly 
greater than the December 1936 volume. 
The recession construction has not, the 
present time, shown any indications depression 


major character. has brought, however, 
realization the fact that rosy expectations 
rapidly rising speculative boom the real estate 
and residential building had foundation, and 
the equally pertinent fact that the great potential 
market for residential building low-priced 
housing. home-building industry, realize 
fully its potential market, must gradually and pro- 
gressively solve its major problem cutting the 
cost the finished product. 

While pending housing legislation promises fur- 
ther progress reducing the cost financing new 
housing, the construction industry looks more hope- 
fully those economic and political factors that 
will stimulate general business confidence produce 
early revival the interrupted recovery. Re- 
sumption expansion programs electric utilities 
and industrial corporations would not only produce 
construction those specialized classes, but also 
spread purchasing power for new homes. 

The duration the current minor recession 
problematical, and the new year promises one 
stabilization recovery rather than one large 
volume increases. Chances are good for quite 
moderate increase residential building during the 
next twelve months, probably accompanied mod- 
erate declines non-residential building and public 
works; advancement the expansion program 
the utilities open question the moment.

Orleans, Nouvelle Orléans the old 

city was called, delights taking into its 
embrace such congenial guests The American 
Institute Architects whose visit April now 
anticipated with unusual pleasure. 

was quarter century ago that The Insti- 
tute convened here, when Clip Sturgis presided 
with keen and amiable humor while Frank Miles 
Day and Knickerbacker Boyd held the floor, 
eloquent behalf their causes, and Medary, 
Kohn, Zantzinger, Magonigle, Burt Fenner, Favrot 
and others conducted proceedings from the side 
lines. Glenn Brown was saying adieux. Striding 
down the Vieux Carré, Kohn tweeds, arm 
arm with Butler and Levi, all the world like 
Maurier’s Taffy, the Laird and Little Billie, were 
living again their Paris days. Donn Barber stood 
enraptured before the iron monograms Baroness 
Pontalba’s balconies. Paul Cret fell captive the 
bold lines the old Arsenal nestling against the 
Cabildo. And now again the city founded 
Bienville, the Vieux Carré—the ancient city within 
the confines what was once buttressed wall, 
almost unchanged since the Spanish domination 
1784, stands aquiver charm the architects. 

Here you will find without number courtyards 
shaded magnolia and palm, spots color seen 
through recess darkened balconies 
and galleries wrought and cast iron before walls 
that have the grace age, and grilled openings 
with delicately muntined windows. 
quaint flavor architecture that part French 
and part Spanish, the bone and sinew both 
nations with flesh its own—a style truly Creole. 
There much discussion whether the wrought iron 
was imported from Seville whether was 
wrought slaves under local artisans. Some 
the brick were made the spot and some 
smaller dimensions were undoubtedly imported. 

Latrobe, approached the city 1819 from 
the Mississippi River, his boat piercing the early 
mist, writes the “amazing beauty” the Cathe- 
dral and the Place d’Armes. The Cathedral 
really not beautiful simple form and 
not much larger than parish church. 
stands between the fine old Cabildo and the Pres- 


bytére, and with the two long rows Pontalba 
Buildings flanking the square, the central motif 
the first satisfactory civic group grand dimen- 
sions found this country. 

Frederick Law Olmsted, the elder, his Memoirs 
the Slave States describes his arrival 1853 
the shore Lake Pontchartrain, and being rumbled 
into the city little steam train, finding foreign 
signs and foreign language and courtyards that 
made him feel though were the old world. 
George Cable and Lafcadio Hearn have trans- 
lated the beauty the old Quarter into their fas- 
cinating tales with legend that has clung and 
become part and parcel such old buildings 
Madame John’s Legacy, Sieur George’s House and 
the house Madame Delicieuse. 

New Orleans has radiated gradually from the city 
laid out Bienville’s engineers include much 
terrain all the way the border Lake Pont- 
chartrain and for several miles upstream and down 
the curving Mississippi. was above and outside 
the original limits the ancient wall and where 
the Jesuit plantation stood, that during the Eighteen 
Forties and Fifties mansions the important fam- 
ilies were built, with the enrichment cast iron 
making easy transition from house luxuriant 
garden. The architects will shown these homes 
the Garden District well those the lower 
part the city and toward the Lake where the few 
remaining lovely and simple plantation homes with 
their stuccoed columns and sweep roofs are re- 
flected the old Bayou St. John. 


was the banks this Bayou that Bienville 
beached his canoe 1718 search new capital 
for his colony left stranded Biloxi the Mexican 
Gulf. This explorer made portage not more 
than four five miles across tropical stretch 
palmetto and cypress when unexpectedly came 
the Mississippi and like the good monk who 
tasted the grape Orvieto exclaimed, “Est/ 
let the current carry his 
light craft down the Gulf his way report 
the good news his waiting colony, but sharp 
turn the Mississippi came across English 
brig whose captain was similar mission setting 
colony near the mouth the river for his king, 
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George Bienville with fine French diplomacy 
convinced this man that was too late and that 
the French had already established colony there 
from which was now returning; whereupon the 
English turned point the river now called 
English Turn. One intrigued the thought 
what might have happened and what might have 
been the garb and nature these buildings the 
Vieux Carré had the English not been misled 
Bienville’s white lie, rather—diplomacy. 

From Convention meetings the members will find 
refreshment one sort another wandering 
again and again through the Vieux Carré, stone’s 
throw from the hotels. the Quarter 
there are amazing antique shops—all sorts book- 
stores—a French Library—the Place d’Armes—the 
French Market, recently restored—restaurants, 
pastry shops and boutiques. The scene lively 
one. 

the early hours the morning may heard 
the inimitable cries vendors fruit and vege- 
tables—the chimney sweep with his 
the sylvan flute the scissors-grinder. ‘Towards 
dusk there will the air the scent camellia 
blossoms and roses; occasionally your nostrils may 
even dilate and titillate the rich aroma 
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Sazerac cocktail the minty sweetness Planter’s 
Punch. The essence the Ojen Gin Fizz 
too delicate and elusive penetrate long distances 
you must cross the threshold the very bar 
inhale this fragrance. 

You will see here the Café Maspero, and rendez- 
vous Jean Lafitte the pirate and the smugglers 
from Barataria, and you will find famous restaurants 
and modest ones the like which Johnson de- 
scribed the tavern chair throne human felicity 
where discourse may had over food prepared 
master. 

These and other distractions trust will not 
interfere with the sessions and serious business 
the Convention. feel almost contrite the 
thought that may seem luring you play 
vagrant. What has been sketched here rapidly 
are merely the apéritifs most the 
managed and enjoyed between discussions 
education, housing, competitions, structural service, 
etc., and are means considered the plat- 
du-resistance. had almost overlooked 
mentioning the unexcelled fishing the bays and 
open waters close that mere matter 
minutes reach them from your hotel.
